W | d> a g> the Improvement of the Irish Fisheries, Preamble, 
and more especially the White Herring Fishery, is an 
object of the most essential importance to the wealth and commercial 
prosperity, as well as to the naval strength of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland ; for the attainment of which it is expe- 
dient, that more effectual Regulations should be made, in order to 
the insuring a due and proper attention to the curing, sorting and 
packing of such Herrings and Fish, and that the credit of the 
Fisheries of the United Kingdom, in our Colonies and in Foreign 
Parts, may be maintained ;

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the 
day of one thousand eight hundred and 

a bounty of British currency per ton, shall 

he paid annually, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, to the owner 
or owners of any whole decked buss or vessel,, of not less than

required by this Act, shall be hired for carrying on the said Fishery, 
the person or persons hiring the same shall be entitled to the bounty 
on the torinagb thereof, in the same manner as if such person or 
persons was or Were owner or owners of such buss or vessel. 



Provided always, and be it Enacted, That no vessel shall be deemed 
or considered to be employed in the said deep sea Irish Fishery, 
unless the nets shall be attached to the vessel While they are set, and 
shall be shot directly from and hauled into the same without the 
intervention or use of a small boat for that Service, the vessel 
rtbt being at anchor while the crew are shooting the nets, nor during 
the tithe they are set, hor while the crew are hauling or taking them 
in, nor unless the Herrings and fish caught or taken in the manner afore- 
said, shall receive their first cure on board such vessels in barrels and 
hot in bulk. 



And be it further Enacted, That for or in respect of the first thirty 
busses which shall be fitted out and licensed for and shall be em-

And be it further Enacted, That any vessel or boat which shall be what vena,

intended to be used in the curing of Herrings in bulk or in barrels, Herring 
by the master and crew thereof, such Herrings having been taken 
by the said master and crew on any part of the coasts of Great 
Britain, Ireland, or the Isle of Man, or purchased fresh by the said 
master, on any part of the said coasts, from the crews of other British 
or Irish boats by whom the same were taken, shall be deemed and 
taken to be a vessel or boat fitted out for the Irish Herring Fishery, 
within the meaning of this Act ; and where any such vessel or boat and what 

6 having been so fitted out for the Irish Fishery, and having proceeded deemelm be 
to any part of the coast of Great Britain, Ireland, or the Isle of Man, &?$£££* 
where the Fishing of Herrings shall have been carried on, and of which 

the master and crew shall have there taken or purchased Herrings, 
fresh and cured the same, in bulk or in barrels, shall arrive laden 
therewith in any port or place of Ireland, or where any Herrings,

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said Bounties on

and the Isle of Man, of the several sorts of well cured Fish hereafter 
mentioned, taken in the said Fisheries, there shall be paid the several 
bounties hereafter set forth ; that is to say, For every barrel con- 
vj a, taining 
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taining thirty-two gallons, wherein good sound and well cured 
Mackarels shall be packed, the sum of 

British currency ; for every hundred weight of dried Cod, Irish Ling, 
Hake, Haddock, Glassing, and Conger Eel, the sum of 

British currency ; and for every barrel 
containing thirty-two gallons, wherein wet Cod, Haddock, Hake, 
Glassing, and Conger Eel shall be packed, the sum of 
British currency; and that there shall be paid upon the exportation 
of every ton of Oil extracted from Whales or other Fish taken on the 
coasts of Ireland and manufactured therein, and exported to any 
parts beyond the seas, except to Great Britain and the Isle of Man, 
a bounty of British currency ; and 

upon the exportation of every hundred weight of all Fins of Whales, 
commonly called Whalebone, taken on the coasts of Ireland and 
manufactured therein, and so exported, the sum of 

British currency ; and that all the said bounties shall be paid 
under such rules regulations and restrictions, as shall be from time to 
time made and directed by the Commissioners of Customs and Port 
Duties in Ireland. 

AND whereas it is reasonable that a Compensation should be made 
for the duties paid on Foreign or British Salt consumed in the curing 
and repacking Fish intended for exportation ; BE it therefore Enacted, 
That upon the exportation of any Herrings, or other Fish caught in 
the Irish Fisheries, either in the deep sea Fishery, or in the Lochs or 
Bays or on the coasts of Ireland, a drawback in the usual way shall 
be allowed of the duties which have been paid on Portugal, Spanish, 
Mediterranean, or British Salt, which shall be used in curing or re- 
packing such Fish, due proof being first made that the said Fish was 
cured and repacked in the manner prescribed by this Act, and that 
such Salt had actually paid all duties of Customs payable thereon ; 
provided that such allowance shall not exceed the duty payable on 
bushels of such Salt for every twelve barrels of 
Herrings, Mackarel, Cod, Ling, Hake, Haddock, Glassing, or Conger 
Eel, containing thirty-two gallons, and so in proportion for any greater 
or less quantity, and for every hundred 

weight of dried Fish. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the owners of such Fish 
as shall be taken according to the directions of this Act, shall, on 
making a due entry at the Custom House, and shipping the same for 
exportation, depose on oath the port they are designed for, and shall 
also become bound with two sufficient sureties unto His Majesty, His 
Heirs and Successors, in the penalty of such sum as shall be equal to 
the bounty on the tonnage of his vessel intended by 
this Act, and also the value of such bounties as he or 

they 
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they shall receive or be entitled to by virtue of this Act, conditioned the fame in 
not to re-land the Fish intended to be exported in any port, haven “ y Gr»t Bri- 
g or creek, or other place in Great Britain, Ireland, or the Isle of Man,

Fish, or any part thereof to be relanded in Ireland or in Great Britain 
or the Isle of Man, unless in case of actual distress, such master or 
other person having charge of said vessel, shall forfeit treble the value 
of such Fish so relanded, and every seaman or other person who shall 
assist in relanding the same, shall forfeit the sum ot 



And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any number Commiffion- 

. . . , ers of Cultoms 

of the Commissioners of customs and port duties, not less than three, may aft as 
to meet together from time to time, and to act as Commissioners crTfo?thchi‘h 
specially for overseeing, directing, and better improving the Irish Filheries - 
io Fisheries, with power to them or any three of them, to execute or 
cause to be executed, the provisions of this Act in the manner herein 
mentioned ; provided always, that no person shall act as a Com- 
missioner under the authority of this Act, who shall be concerned 
directly or indirectly in the said Fisheries or any of them. 

And he it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com- officers of the

missioners of customs, or any ot tnem so acting as employed 

Commissioners for the said Fisheries, to employ any secretary, clerks jjSa.' 1 
or officers in the service of the said Commissioners of customs, in and 
about the execution of any of the provisions of this Act ; and that 
all officers of the said Commissioners of customs shall have the like 
powers and authorities for the execution of this Act, as they have for 
the execution of any Act or Acts relating to the revenue of customs 
and port duties in Ireland ; and that such clerks and officers shall be 
paid such salaries or allowances for their trouble in the execution of 
this Act, as the said Commissioners acting in the execution of this 
Act shall think proper and sufficient, by and with the consent and 
approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland for the time being. 
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And be it further Enacted, That every Commissioner of customs 
and port duties and taxes, before he shall proceed to act as a Commis- 
sioner for the Irish Fisheries in the execution of the powers and 
authorities vested in the said Commissioners by this Act (save only 
the administering the oath hereinafter mentioned) shall severally 
take and subscribe the following oath ; (that is to say)

of their proceedings in the execution of this Act, for the year ending

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, upon the application of the 
said Commissioners, for the Irish Fisheries, to appoint a commissioned 
officer in His Majesty’s navy as Superintendaijt of the Fishery 
described in this Act as the Deep Sea Fishery, for the purpose of 
causing the same to be carried on according to the regulations of this 
Act, and also as well for preserving order among the persons employ, 
ed therein, gs for protecting them and their vessels against enemies; 
and also, upon the application of the Commissioners for the Irish 
fisheries, from time to time to appoint a commissioned officer of His 
Majesty’s nayy as, Supgrintpndaqt of tile Irish Fishery carried on in 
t|ie lochs and bays and upon the coasts, of Ireland, not in the deep 
sea, for the purpose of preserving order among the fishermen and 
other persons engaged in the said Fishery in the said lochs and bays 
and on the coast as aforesaid ; and that the person so to be appointed

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Superintendant of the deep sea Fishery, shall annually proceed, in a 
13 proper vessel or vessels of sufficient force to be provided for that pur-

minister.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners

the several Superintendants of the Fishery appointed under this Act, 
and of the Fishing ground station or rendezvous to which the Fishing 
vessels are to proceed pursuant to the regulations of this Act; or in 
case no such Superintendant shall be so appointed, then the said Com- 
missioners shall, before the said in each 

•year, give notice that Fishing vessels may proceed without such 
Superintendant to such Fishery ground station or rendezvous as shall 
be for that purpose named or appointed by the said Commissioners 
in such Advertisement, or otherwise, if the said Commissioners shall 
think fit, to any such stations or Fishing grounds as the several Fish- 
ing vessels may find most advantageous or desirable in the discretion 
of the masters of such vessels. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said

appoint any Officer of the Customs or Excise, at the respective places

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on the coast of Ireland where Herrings and other Fish are caught or 
cured, and at the ports or places where vessels are usually fitted out 
for the said Fisheries, and where vessels employed in the said Fisheries 
usually discharge their cargoes, and also at the ports of exportation, 
to overlook the curing of all Herrings and other Fish caught, to take 
an account of and clear out all salt, nets, barrels, and other stores 
shipped or put onboard any buss, vessel or boat, for the said Fisheries, 
and to inspect and take account of all Herrings and Fish landed or 
exported, and to certify whether the Fish are properly pined, cured 
and packed, so as to be entitled to the bounty of four shillings per 
barrel hereby granted, or fit to be exported ; provided always, that no 
person shall be appointed an officer for the performance of any of 
those duties, unless such person shall have exercised the trade of a 
Cooper, and been employed in the curing and packing of Herrings, 
and shall be skilful therein, and fully qualified to execute the duties 
which will be required of him under the provisions of this Act, cer- 
tificates of which qualifications shall be transmitted to the said Com- 
missioners by such persons and in such manner as shall be satisfactory 
to the said Commissioners ; and every such officer so to be appointed 
shall obey such instructions, orders or directions as he shall from 
time to time receive from the said Commissioners, signified under 16 
their hands, or under the hands of any of them, or of 

any person appointed by them to act as their Secretary, for the 
purposes of this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Secretary, and every clerk or 
officer for the said Fisheries to be appointed by virtue of this Act, 
shall be liable to be suspended or dismissed from his office or employ- 
ment respectively by the said Commissioners for the Irish Fisheries, 
either for incompetency or for neglect of duty; provided always, that 
every such officer of the said Fisheries, and the secretary and every 
officer and clerk under the Commissioners for the said Fisheries ap- 
pointed by virtue of this Act, shall, previous to his entering upon the 
duties of his office, take and subscribe the following oath :

no person shall use, in any bay river or loch, or at sea, in or on the 
coast of Ireland, any Herring net or any traul net, drag net or other knot, 
sea net for the taking of Herrings, and which hath a mesh less than 
one inch from knot to knot, or any false or double botlom cod or 
pouch, or shall put any net, though of legal size, behind the others 
to destroy the small fish ; and that every person offending herein 
shall forfeit every such net as aforesaid, and the sum of 
for every such offence ; and that every such net shall and may be 
seized by any superintendant of the said Fisheries, or by any person 
acting under his orders, or by any officer of the said Fisheries; and 
it shall be lawful for the Commissioners for the Irish Fisheries to 
cause every such net to be burnt. 

And be it further Enacted, That no buss or vessel shall be deemed how Buft 
to be properly fitted out for, and to be duly employed in the Irish out for the 
deep sea Fishery, so as to entitle the owner or owners to any bounty 
iB bn the tonnage thereof by .virtue of this Act, unless such buss or 
vessel, if intended for the Herring Fishery, shall have on board (put 
up in new barrels) bushels of salt at the least, for 

every last or twelve barrels of Herrings which such buss or vessel 
shall be capable of containing, and also as many more new barrels 
as such buss or vessel is capable of carrying ; nor unless such buss 
or vessel shall have on board three hundred square yards of netting 
at the least For every ton of her admeasurement, together with the 
customary quantity of other materials for the equipment and mounting 
of the quantity of netting hereby required to be provided ; nor unless 
such buss or vessel, if intended for the Cod or Ling Fishery, shall have 
on board of salt for every eight tons such vessel 

shall admeasure, with one long line sufficiently equipped with not 
less than three hundred hooks, and one hand-line for each man ; nor

AND whereas frauds are frequently committed by entering vessels 
of large tonnage on the bounty, and substituting vessels of less ton. 
nage hut bearing the same name, to proceed to the Fishing ground; 

BE it Enacted, That no owner or owners of Fishing vessels shall be 
permitted to enter a vessel upon the bounty, bearing the same name 20 
ivith any other vessel previously entered upon the bounty in the same 
district, or with any other vessel of the same name, in the possession 
of such owner or owners. 

And be it further Enacted, That in order to entitle the owner of 
every buss or vessel who shall claim any bounty on the tonnage thereof, 
to receive the same by virtue of this Act, such buss or vessel shall be 
cleared out from the port in Ireland where such buss or vessel was 
bona fide fitted for her intended voyage, and shall proceed directly to 
the general rendezvous to be appointed for that purpose, or to some 
place mentioned in the licence of the officer of the Fisheries granted 
pursuant to this Act, where she shall arrive on or before the 

in each year, and the crew shall not shoot 
or wet the nets before the f rom 

which day they shall continue to fish in manner herein described on 
the coasts of Great Britain or Ireland, or the Isle of Man, until the 

following, unless before the last-mentioned 
day, the quantity of Herrings taken in the said buss or vessel, and 
cured and packed on board thereof, shall amount to four barrels of 
Herrings not repacked, or in the state in which they are called Sea

And be it further Enacted, That the oivner or owners, or anyone 
of them, or the agent of the owner or owners of any buss or vessel,

virtue of this Act, shall give notice thereof in writing, under his or Bounty"^

shall be stationed. 

And be it further Enacted, That the mariners employed in every 
buss or vessel in the said deep sea Irish Fishery, not being more than 
the complement hereinbefore required to be on board the same, shall 47 
be and the same are hereby protected from being impressed into His 
Majesty’s service, during so long a time as such buss or vessel shall be 
actually carrying on the said Fishery, and until her voyage home 
from thence to the port of her discharge shall be fully completed and 
ended. 

And be it further Enacted, That the owners or hirers of every buss

nance of the crew thereof, and rto .carry and convey the same to the 
said Fishery, without a sufferance or warrant or coast pocket from the 
officer of the customs; and also to unship and land Herrings and salt, 
nets barrels and other fishing stores, out of any buss vessel or ixoat from 
the Irish Fishery, without a sufferance or warrant from the offices of 87 
the customs, and without the presence of an officer .of the customs, 
except in any case where any special provision is made to the con- 
trary in this Act, provided the same be respectively shipped or put on 
board, carried landed or unshipped, in the manner and according rto the 
regulations of this Act : Provided also, that nothing herein .contained 
shall extend to repeal any provisions in any Act made for securing 
the duties on salt, with respect to shipping carrying or 'landing salt. 

AND in order that the proper officer of the customs and excise may 
be informed of, and be enabled to register the true quantities of all 
salt, nets, barrels, or other Fishing stores, shipped at the respective 
ports of Ireland for tfie Irish fishery, and of all Herrings, salt, nets, 
barrels, and other Fishing stores brought from the Irish -Fishery, and 
landed at the respective ports of Ireland ; BE it Enacted, That every 
officer of the said Fishery, by whom any licence or certificate shall 
be granted to the master of any buss vessel or boat, specifying the 
respective quantities of salt, nets, barrels, or other Fishing stores, 
shipped or put on board such buss vessel or boat, at any port or place 
of Ireland for the Irish fishery, shall, without delay, transmit to the 
collector, comptroller, or other chief officer of the customs at such 
port, a copy of the licence or certificate so granted by him, and every 88 
officer of the said Fishery by whom an account shall be taken of any 
Herrings, salt, nets, or other Fishing stores, landed out of any buss 
vessel or boat from the Irish Fishery at any port or place in Ireland, 
shall without delay transmit to the collector and comptroller or
